Another New Ferry Boat. 


The steamer Capitol, which formerly 


ran on tho Sacramento river, is now be- 
ing rebuilt in the ship yard of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Kailrond Company ill this 
city, and hereafter will serve as a double- 
end ferry boat. Her extreme length is 
290 feet over all. and it feet breadth of 
beam, with a tight ol 12 feet between 
decks. She is twing fashioned niter the 
style of tho New York ferry boats with 
side cabins and a center drive for teams. 
There are four of these cabins, two for- 
ward and two aft of the wheel-houses, 
connected with each other by -wide pas- 
saqe* between the wheels and the outer 
bulkheads of the center compartment, 
and in these bulkheads are four openings 
for communication with outer and inner 
coanartments. The cabins are commo- 
dious, and will be arranged with every 
convenience for passengers. 
At eacn 


end, broad stairways lead up to tho hnr- 
ricano or promenade deck, which may 
be used by those who prefer it. bne 
will be driven by a powerful engine with 
a Co-inch cylinder and 12-feet stroke. 
Her paddle-wheels are 40 feet in diame- 
ter, the largest of any steamer on the 
bay. 
She will carry both passengers 


and freight. She is to run on the creek 
route, and will be completed within 
ninety days.
